obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

3. Claims 1-19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b or e) as anticipated by or, in the 
alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Fujii et al (6,165,061), Fujii et al (6,398, 
826), Matsuzawa et al (6,615,499) or Akahori et al (6,783,434), Each reference discloses that it 
is known to abrade an optical fiber connector end surface with the claimed abrasive fibn in the 
presence of a lubricating Uquid such as a slurry or dispersant, the lubricating liquid containing a 
hydrophilic surfactant. In the event none of the references is later deemed to disclose finish 
abrading as recited in the preamble of claim 1, or specific features of some of the dependent 
claims, it would have been obvious in view of the teaching of any of the appUed references to 
perform the claimed processes for the purpose of producing a better optical fiber end surface or 



more effectively poUshing the same.
